There have been two of the 
troughs, one of the south and one at 
the north end of Main Street, and 
there once were concrete light posts 
between where 
the

provem ent League assisted by the 
Commercial Club about some fifteen 
year ago.

League became the W om an’s Club. 
The w atering troughs were erected 
for the benefit 
of thirsty 
ho rn s. 
About 150 perch and catfish were 
today recovered and transferred to 
tho watering trough at the north end 
of the street. 
Prior to the lime Main street was 
paved there were one or more under 
ground cisterns in the street which 
the Fire D epartm ent depended on 
for w ater in case of fire in the busi­ 
ness district.
